It has been generally supposed that there was only one edition, and that it did not 
come oat till 1620. It is trae that the second part only came ont in that year, and that 
a first part was issued with it, but the first part had already appeared in 1612 in an 
edition quite distinct from that of 1620. In order to distinguish easily between the 
two editions of Vol. I, it may be sufficient to say that the heading of each page is 
printed between two parallel lines, and that these two parallel lines are the only such 
embellishments, in the edition of 1620. In the 1612 edition, the whole of each page is 
enclosed by them : a single line in the inner, and a single in the bottom margin, two 
parallel lines above, and two parallel lines in the onter margin. Furthermore, the 
words Lib. 1, Lib. 2, Lib. 3, Lib. 4, form part of the page headings in the 1620 edition 
of Vol I, while in the 1612 edition we find Part 1, Part 2, Part 3, Part 4. 

The last numbered page of Vol. I is 594 in the edition of 1612 ; it is 572 in that 
of 1620. 

The seventh paragraph of the address to the reader ends with these words “ four 
or five sheets of advantage at the end of the booke.” “ Of advantage ” is plainly a 
mistranslation of davantage, and proves that Shelton had a French original before 
him, although no French translation is supposed to have existed in 1612. A second

The Cyclopedia op Painters and Paintings is not only a fuller biographical 
dictionary than any other of the painters of all times and schools, including prominent 
contemporaries, but it is as well a dictionary of works ; and in a form in which the one 
branch of information is as immediately accessible as the other.

If any of these be of 
importance, notice is given by the use of italics that the painting will be found specially 
described elsewhere. The text, which is very clear, is enriched with 2000 illustrations, 
some being portraits, small but faithful, of the painters, and some outline reproductions 
of the principal canvases ; while each volume has for frontispiece a photogravure repre¬ 


senting some well-known picture. All the art world must welcome this elaborate and 
careful compilation, which brings into convenient form the history of the various 
schools, from Zeuxis and Apelles to men now living. These volumes, alphabetically 
arranged, present, of course, the result of immense research, and will prove indispensable 
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to all who have to write on art topics. The illustrations, though small, are often of 
high merit—as, for instance, the St. Anthony of Padna and the Infant Jesus, Elizabeth 
Sivani, Bologna Gallery; the Ascension, by Perngino, of the Lyons Museum ; the 
Aurora of Guido Reni, of the Palazzo Raspigliosi, at Rome. We should add that the 
autographs and special signatures of the principal artists are also given, adding not 
a little to the value of the compilation, which reflects the utmost credit on the editor and 
publisher .—Daily Telegraph , December 29tb, 1888.

The maid who, in the pictures and in the text, sweeps the windows clear of spiders 
and flies, is represented to be “ our sufferaigne Ladie, Queene Marie, and maide.”

The above three volumes form a complete set of Chapman’s translations of Homer ;

pages and flyleaves. He intended to publish the contents so far as they related to Lord 
Surrey. They include fifty pieces by him of which about half are unpublished, and the 
other half are earlier variants of those in the printed editions, sometimes much better in 
text. As a specimen—in the “ From Tuscan ” we find gostly instead of the printed costly; 
in ** Love that doth live ” we find Coward love .. takethhis fiyght instead of Covered love 
. . taketh his delight; in the piece “ In Cyprus springs ” there is thawed yse , instead 
of chawsed ise; in the letter to John Poins (who only appears here as J. P.) we read 
Nor am I not where Christ is given in pray 
For monye, poyson, and treason, at Rome. 

This is evidently the true text instead of “ Nor I am not where truth is given in pray | 
For mony prison and treason, of some ” as the printed book has it. One of the 
unpublished pieces is a Sonnet to London, for which he predicts the fate of Babylon. 

Besides the Surrey, there are 65 pp. of Phaer’s Virgil, Books 1-3, which he had 
translated in 1555. (Bis fourth book was done in 1556, and Books 1-7 published for 
the first time in 1558.)—There are also 17 pp. of a History of the Church in Latin verse 
by the celebrated Edmund Campion, addressed (from Oxford before 1567) to Anthony 
Brown Lord Montacute. 

The names of Francis Haryngton and Ellina Harrington, in hands like that of the 
best parts of the text, are found written on some pages. They were the younger brother 
and sister of Sir John Harington, who was born in 1561. It is evident from the 
comparison of texts that the Surrey pieces were written before 1557 (date of his first 
edition), and that Phaer’s Virgil was transcribed before 1558 (the date of his first 
edition). Campian’s work is so utterly unknown that it must have been copied from 
the original within a very few years of its composition. Campian left Oxford in 
1568, and got away to the continent in 1571.—There are at the beginning of the book 
eight pages of a verse translation of one of Ovid’s Heroical Epistles by Thomas 
Chaloner, of which no other copy 6eems to be known. He died in 1565.—On p. 209 
there is given the death-bed speech of Mr. Dering, a clergyman who died in Essex in 
1575. This would have been about the time when the young Haringtons wrote their 
names ; and we may therefore set the writing of the volume as extending over the 
years 1556 to about 1578. The volume belonged to (Sir) James Tyrrell at Oxford in 
1663 ; to the Kev. W. Sayle in 1791, by whom it was lent to Bishop Percy ; came to 
Thomas Park in 1800 ; was bought by Heber (for £84), and lastly passed to Sir Thomas 
Phillipps.

It is amusing for those who are acquainted with the trifling causes 
that influence the prices of hooks at auction , to read the philosophical 
theories of “ tendencies and results ” which are solemnly expressed by critics 
in high consideration . According to those persons it was a great wave of 
public appreciation which raised the value of the first Shakespeare at 
a recent sale to the price of £1700, and their opinion is that the wave will 
go on increasing in strength and volume for ever. As a matter of fact , at 
the sale in question , all the public desires were quenched when the biddings 
had advanced to £1000, and scarcely more than two individuals remained 
to carry on the strife. One of these was an agent holding a simple cam - 
mission “to buy ” (probably equivalent in the views of his principal to 
£1000) ; the other was my agent , a fiery young man % to whom (as 
I wanted the book) I had given the exaggerated commission of £1200. 

Now he, finding himself outdone by an unlimited commission , determined 
to punish his opponent , and the result was that exactly £500 of the 
£1700 represent a gratuitous addition to the cost of the volume,—in nowise 
altering its real value which may be set down as about £1100.

Separate volumes, with the exception of the fifth, are sold at 10s 6d each. 

Every genuine stndent of Shakspere has always desired to own those Quartos of 
his M&ster’s Plays and Poems which are the necessary foundations of the Text of so 
many of his greatest productions in the first three period^ of his work. Not only in 
importance next to the first folio, bnt even above it, for some Plays, and for all the 
Poems, stand the first or second quartos, from which, or completed copies of which, 
certain Plays in that Folio were printed; and every true and faithfnl worker at 
Shakspere’s text must want to have in his own hand, nnder his own eye, and as his own, 
trustworthy facsimiles of these truest representations of the poet’s own manuscript. Till 
now this has been practically impossible. Mr. Ashbee's hand-traced facsimiles, issued 
by Mr. Halliwell at five guineas each, could be afforded by only some thirty subscribers. 

Hut what then cost five guineas , without auy information as to the Quartos purchased, 
is now buyable, in a new form, for seven shillings , with the addition of a critical 
Introduction to the text by a competent Shakspere scholar. 

The New Shakspere Society at first intended to reprint the best Shakspere Quartos, 
but gave up its scheme in favour of its founder Mr. Furnivall, who undertook to 
superintend the issue of a series of photo-lithographic Facsimiles of all the most 
important Shakspere Quartos, executed by Mr. W. Griggs, of Kim House, Hanover 
Street, Peckham. The Duke of Devonshire, Mr. Alfred H. Hath, the Trustees of the 
British Museum, the Master and Senior Fellows of Trinity College, Cambridge, and 
the Curators of the Bodleian Library, Oxford, allowed their hook-treasures to be 
photographed. 

The result is a body of absolutely faithful reproductions, accompanied by critical 
remarks upon the texts which are vastly superior to anything else hitherto published in 
illustration of the works of Shakespeare.

The Crawford Library at Haigh Hall, in Lancashire, is one of the most valuable, 
and certainly the most universal in its character, of all private book-collections. It 
comprises a very large number of books of great importance, including many which, by 
reason of their excessive rarity, have been imperfectly described in the standard works 
of bibliography. A full catalogue of the library would be a task of such magnitude 
that it must for the present remain a project to be executed in the future ; but in the 
meaowhile it is considered useful to issue a number of desultory monographs on some 
of those rarer books of which only the most enthusiastic collectors have discovered that 
the accounts given by Brunet, Graesse, Lowndes, and other bibliographers, are defective 
and incorrect The necessity of such a detailed and accurate description with reference 
to theDeBry Voyages will bo readily acknowledged by all bibliophiles and students of 
bibliography ; it is less apparent in the instance of Sander’s Brabant and Fowler’s 
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Mosaic Pavements, which have not attracted so much attention as to make the rarity 
of perfect copies a recognized fact. 

These “Notes and Collations” have been and are being compiled by Lord Craw¬ 
ford with a laborious accuracy which is only conceivable to those who have examined 
and tested the work of the best bibliographers, learning over and over again how far 
achievement falls short of its aim in the pursuit of that difficult science.
